Dr. Kendrick Grobel, professor of New Testament at Vanderbilt Divinity School, has 
translated this book from the Ancient Coptic, with annotations and commentary. The 
document should receive a warm welcome for the new opportunities it provides for 
further study of the New Testament and early church history.

The Story of the World Council of Churches 


A book of importance to all Christian laymen, and one that will provide most 
ministers of the Gospel with information about the most exciting movement in Christianity 
today. The second meeting of the World Council in Evanston in 1954 should have alerted 
church members to this vital movement towards unity, but unfortunately the kind of 
general reporting done and the rather dry-as-dust form in which reports were published 
failed to convey the immense significance. Only in Harold A. Bosley's What Did the World 
Council Say to You? (Abingdon- 1955) was this material rescued to any extent and put into 
a frame of reference for the average reader. Now Paul Macy, Secretary for Education and 
Promotion, American Committee, World Council - and a special lecturer in ecumenical studies 
at the Bethany Biblical Seminary, has done signal service in telling the history of the 
ecumenical movement, from the founding of the London Missionary Society back in 1795 to 
the Evanston meeting in 1954. The missionary movement and the first council of leaders in 
1910, under Dr. John Mott, spearheaded the new drive. Subsequent streams of thought and 
action- “Faith and Order" and"Life and Work"- gave added impetus, and the three converged 
towards unity in 1938, when the World Council of Churches was formed at a moment of world 
tension and division. 130 branches of the church universal formed a fellowship - not a 
Super-church - and managed throughout the years of war to make a definite contribution in 
various channels - chaplaincy to prisoners, an underground which reached behind the Iron 
Curtain and the barriers of war, a lively youth movement, the maintenance of mission 
stations, etc. Post-war years saw the work with displaced persons carried on against odds. 
Provisional councils and committees kept the links; a training center was established for 
leaders on Lake Geneva; the World's Sunday School Association became integral to the whole 
movement as The World's Council of Christian Education, and so on. The first assembly 
after the war was held in Amsterdam, united as to goal, but maintaining diversity of ways 
of worship. But it was a beginning and it did lay the groundwork for Evanston and the 


continuing work. An exceedingly interesting and revealing study, that should be widely 
read.

Mykle, Agnar Dutton 
LASSO ROUND THE MOON $4.95 | 


A strange book- a confused (and confusing) book. It would seem to indicate 
that youth in Norway, particularly gifted, artistic youth, lacks even the minimum of 
direction American youth experiences. The lad in Agnar Mykle's story, Ash Burlefoot, 
seemed singularly cursed with inability to communicate:- with his parents, who were 
strange people too; with his small brother, Balder, the one person of whose devotion 
he was always certain; with Groo, the tomboyish girl he had "gone with" in schooldays; 
with successive attachments,- Camilla, who tantalized but never came through; Gunnhild, 
the town's whore, who held her pregnancy as a threat over him (though he never knew 
surely the child was his); and Siv, whom he came close to really loving, who gave their 
child out for adoption, at the urging of his mother. Running parallel to these pas- 
sionate interludes, is the story of a checkered career as a teacher- a failure in his 
own eyes, but somehow able to bring his students through to achievement in the national 
tests. Failure again marked all of Ash's human contacts with his fellow students, his 
fellow teachers, his chance met associates. Perhaps it was all of this sense of 
drowning in a turgid sea of sex that makes it difficult to credit his appeal, his ulti- 
mate triumph in the scarce glimpsed world of music. Rarely have I read a book where 
the bald facts of concupiscence are more explicit- and yet one has a sense of remote- 
ness and disbelief in any emotional factors other than despair. It is not attractively 
enough presented to be likely to have wide appeal.

THE CHAPMAN REPORT ji.50  &® 


Irving Wallace's second novel and fifth book is almost exclusively devoted to 
the sex life of its characters and is exceptional in one respect: its method is ideally 
suited to its matter. Into the Briars, an upper-middle class suburb of Los Angeles, 
comes a team of sexologists, on the last lap of their national survey of the sex habits 
of the American married woman. For the two week duration of the interviews the surface 
ease of the Briars is violently disturbed, the sexologist team is thrown into convulsions 
of various kinds and the reality of the Briars proves to be far different from its care- 
fully nurtured facade. The story is told on two levels, involving some mechanical gear 
shifting: the internal difficulties of Dr. Chapman's investigation team and the effect of 
the interviews in the lives of six representative Briars' women: Kathleen Ballard, a beau- 
tiful, cool, remote, young widow; Ursula Palmer, a magazine writer who is willing to go to 
extremes in placating her lecherous employer; Sarah Goldsmith, who, bored with her husband, 
has taken a lover; Mary McManus, a starry-eyed, vacuous young bride; Naomi Shields, a 
nymphomaniac divorcee; and Teresa Harnish, a supposed paragon of intellectuality who thinks 
of herself as all the brilliant courtesans of history. Before it is made clear to Paul 
Radford, the pipe-smoking hero and member of the "team", that Dr. Chapman is more interested 
in success than science all of the Briars ladies have confronted various sexual crises: 
Naomi has been raped by five men, Sarah Goldsmith has been murdered by one of Chapman's 
pathological interviewers, etc., etc. But in the midst of all the turmoil Kathleen and 
Paul manage to find true love. There's nothing sophisticated or subtle about The Chapman 
Report. It seems quite silly in fact (if it doesn't give Mr. Wallace away entirely) to be 
assured by one of the characters, after reams of sexual annotation, that sex is but a part 
of human life and love. The publishers are comparing this to Peyton Place and will support

It is obvious that the marriage of the ardent young Boston (Methodist?) minister 
and the headstrong mineteen year old Southern belle is not made in heaven.

The destructive course of the attractive McClures » an extremely wealthy New York e 
family, is followed by Henry Adams, new to this city, who now tells their story and in so 
doing witnesses the sorry proof that the betrayal of innocence can lead to the worst 
corruption of all. When Henry meets Justin McClure in a bar- a favorite residence- Justin 
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is brooding over, and determined to expose, the facts behind an accident six years 
before which now finds his sister Anne, the innocent here, in a wheelchair, has led 
to the separation of his parents. They are Thomas and the exquisite Miranda; and a 
temporizing society priest, Father Satterthwaite, and Hugh Worthing, purportedly in 
love with Anne, are the only other intimates of the household.

THE FEAR MAKERS $4.50 


A terrifying book which carries a great deal of conviction in its revela- 
tion of Germany once more turning the clock back to a revival of Nazi thinking and 
procedure. The story revolves around Alfred Link, a German who had worked with the 
French in the Resistance, and of the charges brought against him eleven years later 
by Nazis who had built a case on the accumulation of minor facts that were reinter- 
preted to make him out a spy and traitor to his country. That these men could once 
more be in power and able to serve as his accusers and judges made the truth virtually 
impossible to present. And that Fear was the motivating force as well as the newly 
forged weapon in their hands is a terrifying thing in itself. The first half of the 
book, in which the true story behind each charge is reviewed,is perhaps the most 
interesting part; the last half covers the period of his imprisonment, his shift from 
prison to prison, his fellow victims, and the all-pervading survival- in varying forms- 
of the basic thinking of the old Germany. The story ends with a perhaps symbolic 
scene in which Link, temporarily free and having chosen to stay in Germany and fight 
with the aware minority the secret machinations of emerging Nazism, falls a victim to 
organized fear and the dummy organization of his fellowmen.

A period and regional- rather than an historical- novel, this falls far short 
of the publisher's claim of "perhaps his greatest historical novel". He has brought in- 
to conjunction more than conceivably belongs together:- religious conflict, sibling 
rivalry, piracy, witch hunting, and an interlude between two innocent but lusty young 
people on a desert island. The setting is the Bahamas to which- some 27 years after the 
Mayflower landing, Silas Sutton, a religious zealot and dissenter, and his brother Paul, 
a doctor- embark with a group of like thinkers. There the iron-willed Silas proposes to 
shepherd his flock and serve,to the letter, what he sees as the Word of God. The brothers 
are natural enemies- Paul is rich-blooded and a pantheist, and their difficulties increase 
when Paul falls in love with Anne, Silas' betrothed. And Silas, meantime, finds himself 
tormented by his lust for Lilli, a French girl of easy virtue, and further maddened by his 
grim determination to wage a British war against the Spaniards of the Indies. He nearly 
condemns Lilli to the stake (is it because he dares not reveal his own suspected impotence?) 
and then becomes a martyr in giving his life in a struggle against the Spaniards. Here once 
again- this is Slaughter's twenty seventh novel- are the ingredients as before, pressed 
down and running over. But- no doubt- his insatiable market will enjoy it. (LC:60-9491)

Related to, but by no means dependent on, Best Seller (1957-Harcourt, Brace) 
this is again obstreperous and even further out in recording the second coming of Max 
Daniels, whom Tim Haggard (he tells the story), Nick, a painter, and Walter had known in ® 
the earlier book- three years before. In the time between, Tim has become a successful 
Slick magazine man, and his marriage to Grace has disintegrated. Max, with his limitless 
capacity for the bizarre, his “cosmic” jokes, his magnetism, energy, and chaos, returns 
from the "wilderness" where he's been formulating a philosophy of relativity- his catechism. 
His agent will not touch it- neither will Tim's magazine- which is featuring another evan- 
gelist, the Reverend Passmore with his "Joy-Thinking"- so that it is mostly a listening 
audience that he attracts before he stages his crucifixion (not his own, as feared, but the 
Reverend's) - with Grace in the role of Mary and Tim as his Judas....The significance here 
(and any attempt to identify- or identify with- its manic messiah) is smudged by the satire- 
but there are some sharp and stinging individual scenes (i.e. Grace in her off-Broadway play- 
The Subway) aS well as a certain undertow.

de Pereda, Prudencio Atheneum Reéss 
WINDMILLS IN BROOKLYN $3.50 


This is the first book to be published by the newly formed Atheneum Press. 
Prudencio de Pereda's third book, though slight, is an altogether delightful reminiscence 
of what is was like to live in a special world in Brooklyn during the late twenties and 
thirties. Told from the viewpoint of the young narrator growing up in the Spanish colony 
Situated, then, around the Borough Hall section, the book falls into two parts. The first 
part called Agafito is about Agapito Lopez, a good-hearted confidence man who was a profes- 
Sional teveriano - a dealer in cheap cigars which he sold to the unwary at exorbitant 
prices. There was a kind of justice, though, in Agapito's trade of which he was not unavare @® 
his customers were usually victims of their own avarice. It was the narrator's own grand- 
mother who had persuaded Agapito, as an immigrant, to become a teveriano. He was bright and 
quick and had a natural audacity which soon made him prosperous and by way of repaying the 
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narrator's grandparents Agapito often took the young boy with him "on business" and 
gave him half the loot. But Agapito was almost too good; his neighbors disapproved 
of his unusual success and felt that his eventual misfortunes were only what he 
deserved. Part Two is called The Good Pair and is the term which the narrator's 
grandfather used to describe himself and the boy. The Good Pair recounts the 16 
year old boy's love affair with the beautiful widow Martinez, his grandfather's at- 
tempts to secure the famous dancer Manolin, who turned out to be hugely fat, for the 
annual fiesta, and, later, to the young man, grandmother reveals herself to be a 
woman of touching warmth and persuasiveness. It was said of grandfather that he was 
a man of ideals, like Don Quixote. But, as grandmother observed, there are "no

THE NUMBERED ACCOUNT $4.50 


This is number three in the femininely styled cloak-and-dagger yarns in- 
volving Julia Probyn, British, beautiful, and forthrightly determined to achieve her 
goals. Through her cousin Colin she becomes again a key factor in solving a strange 
case - the story set this time in Switzerland. A fortune must be claimed through a 
Swiss bank and a “numbered account" - and Julia and Colin are just too late. It is 
a case of more being involved than the fortune. The British Intelligence is putting 
their best men on the case for there are important papers and secret blueprints which 
must not fall into enemy hands. One sometimes feels that the Alphonse-Gaston 
punctilios provide unnecessary loss of time and momentum, and that Julia, heedless 
and foolhardy as she sometimes seems, is a better secret agent than the professionals. 
This ties in with The Portuguese Escape (1958) and The Lighthearted Quest (1956)- both 
Macmillan books- and the proportion of adventure and romance is about as before. 

Julia loses her man this time- a new angle- so the hunt must still go on. The effort- 
less acquisition of delightful bits of travel lore is again a factor which will help 
to hold her established audience. Actually, this reader feels that she has played 
Julia a bit thin.

A collection of the lectures given last November at the Columbia Graduate School 
of Business mekes up a centennial symposium celebrating the oil business and offers an 
inquiry into the role of energy, past, present and future. Allan Nevins presents energy 
in the history of western man; Robert G. Dunlop views its impact over the last century and 
the changes brought about; Edward Teller discusses energy sources now in the laboratory or 
pilot plants and its promise and influence for years to come; Edward S. Maon's speech is 
on conditions necessary to assure an abundant supply of low cost energy; Herbert Hoover,Jr., 
presents a world wide background for the energy story. Of specific technical interest to 
those in the petroleum industry, this has also a place in the field of economics.

MARK TWAIN- HOWELLS LETTERS 


The interest in Mark Twain never seems to flag; the awareness of Howells' signi- 
ficance as the dean of American letters during a half century is newly emphasized, thanks 
to Van Wyck Brooks' biography, HOWELLS. For this reason the timing of the publication of 
these letters, the first comprehensive collection of a notable correspondence, is important. 
Here were two brilliant literary figures, whose friendship lasted some forty years, from 
the time Mark Twain sought out the identity of a reviewer that he considered sympatheti- 
cally perceptive, to Howells' tribute to him on his death as the Lincoln of American let- 
ters. There is more of warmth and rounded personalities apparent than often encountered 
in literary correspondence; there is a reflection of the times in which they lived and 
shared experiences; there is good humored recognition of the schemes they undertook, the 
failures they encountered; there is laughter, satire, despair and exultation. Episodic, 
as friendly encounters are apt to be over forty years, these letters nonetheless build 
portraits of literary equals, who appreciated each other to the full. Possibly Mark 
Twain owed more to Howells for his generous criticism than Howells- already established- 
owed to Merk Twain. A dual portrait- liberally illustrated with photographs, and care- 
fully researched and edited and footnoted by two dedicated scholars, Professor Smith of 
the University of California, and Professor Gibson of New York University. Their edi- 
torial comments help set the letters in the frame of reference that adds to their 
Significance.

THE ORIGIN AND MEANING OF HASIDISM t 





This second and final volume of Hasidism and the Way of Man is the culmination 
of metaphysician Martin Buber's life work. Unique in the world of modern philosophy Buber 
draws primarily from European-Jewish philosophical sources and exerts an influence in the 
philosophical field at large not equalled by any Jew since Maimonides and Spinoza. In 
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these essays which deal with Hasidism, a movement founded in Poland in the eighteenth 
century, Buber explains the nature and history of Hasidic thought, compares it to the 
teachings of Spinoza and to its historical rival, the rational "Haskala”. He then 
traces the origins of Hasidism back to the Kabbala, describes the Hasidic community, 
scrutinizes the ritual of Hasidism in terms of all religious sacrament. In a sixth 
essay he contrasts Hasidic mysticism with mysticism of the East and of Christianity. 
A seventh essay discusses the role of Zionism in Hasidic thought while an eighth 
essay discusses Hasidism and Zen. And a supplement--Cirist, Hasidism, Gnosis--is 
intended as a rebuttal to another philosopher's criticism of Buber's works. Warm, 
deeply personal, Hasidism has given rise to much of the colorful and human literature 
and music of European Jewry. In the hands of as brilliant an exponent as Buber it 
becomes a framework, not of dead ideas but an architecture of moment to moment con- 
tact with God. Students of philosophy and religion as well as ambitious and specu- 
lative lay readers will welcome this as a unique achievement of twentieth century 


metaphysics.

At least this book shows W. H. Auden is being himself 
again. Probably he will rate in the future as one of the great satirists and master 
of irony in English literature. His technique is superb; he bites at the ugliness of 
our age, but not without an ameliorating tenderness occasionally. He is wry, intro- 
verted and lost in the clouds of semantics - as witness particularly the prose piece 
included in this volume, /nterlude, an unwritten poem, in which the author reveals the 
contortions and involutions of his mind. His saving grace is wit and humor and this 
is most often revealed in his occasional poems. What is there new to be said of 
Auden? He is loved- he is despised- and this will once again be true of the same people.

Cary, Joyce University of Texas Press 
MEMOIR OF THE BOBOTES $2.75 


This fairly thin account (while the longest of Joyce Cary's autobiographical 
writings) was left unpublished at his death and is the memoir of the very young Cary 
(then a student at Oxford) "young and eager for any sort of adventure"- in this case 
the adventure of war. The war was the short First Balkan War (1912-1913) and Cary 
joined a Red Cross unit in Montenegro and during this time, the siege of Scutari which 
led to the surrender of the Turks, was stationed primarily in the mountain village of 
Bobote- high on a ridge. The reminiscence, which was later filled in from diaries, 
memoranda, etc. has random but telling notes on this faraway outpost, on the warriors 
in the sheepskin and the treatment of the wounded, on the securing of stores and supplies, 
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but particularly on the food- "a war is not made up of fighting, but just exactly of stew, 

end if you are lucky, egg". In his introduction, James Meriwether finds this reminiscence 
Significant, as a picture of a young man "coming to grips with war and a mixture of foreign 
cultures" and "for the light it throws on the development of an important novelist”. This & 
is somewhat of a magnificetion of an early, minor record which, even with Joyce Cary's 

name, is for a marginal audience.

THE STOVE-TOP COOKBOOK $4.50 
If your oven is your hete noir, this cookbook is the answer. Small apartment 

kitchens, scarcely lerger than closets, are problems to any who cook; for them, too, 
especially in summer, stove-top cookery is the answer. Not since Marion Flexner's Quich 

“cing Prom the fop of tie Stove (1956) disappeared from the paperbacks has there been 
8. cookbook in this category, so this is welcome. Mrs. Reynaud has concentrated most of 
her space on recipes that are unusual from this angle. Who ever thought of the possibility 
of roast chicken- without using an oven? 250 dishes in all, the main course (meat, poultry, 
fish) linked with planned menus, 54 of them; the balance a judicious assortment of other 
dishes so as to make this a all-in-one cookbook:- hors d'oeuvres, some choice soups- a 
few of them one dish meal soups; a variety of vegetables; a few salads; sauces and salad 
dressings; cheese and egg dishes; desserts. Most surprising, perhaps, are the recipes for 
breads, cooked on top of the stove. It is a good book, with enough of introductory infor- 
mation on equipment- with some comments on their use; seasonings and flavorings. Some may 
feel she overstresses wine cookery- for a general cookbook; some that she understresses 
other kinds of seasonings; some that the short cuts provided by modern equipment are 
scanted. But these sre minor infractions of the general appeal the book will have for 
a great many cooks, beginners or experienced. & 


Macmillan, Norman St. Martin's Press 
GREAT AIRCRAFT $5.95 


More than a description of individual history-making aircraft, this book by a 
popular British writer and flyer, creates a brief history of English and American avia- 
tion by discussing not only the planes but the men who flew them. Naturally, he starts 
with the Wright Brothers, covering not only their flying but their legal adventures in 
the world of patents. World War I flying, early long distance flights, racing, the 
birth of the Spitfire, and an interesting account of the B29 and its fire raids on 
Japan, bring the reader to the present with its tragedy of the Comet I and the dramatic 
advent of the Jet Age. Lively, tersely written, and certainly fit reading for a large 
male audience of all ages. Illustrated. (LC: 60-7602)

Shulmen, Charles E. Crown 
WHAT IT MEANS TO BE A JEW $3.95 


This text, written by a Rabbi, is addressed not only to world Jewry, but to 
the reader at large. In a first section, Rabbi Shulman, an American, attempts to de- 
fine Judaism. It is, he asserts, a state emerging from the individual's own sense of 
value and tradition and from the identification made by non Jews. It is a state ac- 
companied by enormous advantages--adaptability, stamina--and by obvious disadvantages 
of persecution and frustration. He proceeds to define Judaism as a religious philosophy 
and traces in outline the lives of several prominent contemporary Jews--Stephen Wise, 
Israel Zangwill, Ludwig Lewisohn,Sholem Asch, Milton Steinberg, Louis Brandeis, 
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Henrietta Szold, Aaron Gordon. Each is analyzed in terms of his dedication and con- 

4 flict as precipitated by the state of modern Jewry. He then poses questions of Jew- 

’ ish survival in terms of a distinguishing ethic and way of life, discusses the prob- 
lems of modern Israel, the dichotomy between Jew and Israeli, and questions the role 
of the Jew in Diaspora. Not a book for Jews who have regularly and thoroughly pur- 
sued questions of Judaism, but an excellent exposition for the Jew and Christian 
who would become acquainted in a direct and illuminating manner with the basic 
philosophical problems today confronting Israel and international Jewry.

Brock, W. R. St. Martin's Press 
THE CHARACTER OF AMERICAN HISTORY $5.50 


Prof. Brock is a Cambridge historian who specializes in American history. 
This book is an attempt to define that history in rather broad terms. Since the 
author is an Englishman, he can look at American history with a detachment which one 
does not readily find in domestic historians. The book therefore suggests an inter- 
pretation of American history which is at times novel. The first chapter deals with 
those essential features of American history which make it different from the his- 
tories of other nations. The second chapter encompasses the Revolution, and here 
the author succeeds in shedding light where it is most needed. For example, Ameri- 
cans are usually taught the history of the Revolution as a sort of Bible story. 
The Founding Fathers wear halos, and the words they uttered have become the basic 
text of a secular American religion. But by relegating these men and their words 
to the realm of the divine, Americans have failed to recognize how extraordinary 
an event in human history the American Revolution really was. Prof. Brock, however, 
writes in human terms, and he is able to convey to the reader something of the real 
nature of the events which made up the Revolution. Chapter three is devoted to an 
examination of the growth of American national feeling and its conflict with State 
loyalties. The chapter on the Civil War is especially commendable for its summing 
up of the situations in both the North and the South. Prof. Brock hints at the 
pathological state of the nation on the eve of the Civil War. Without meaning to, 
he has perhaps hit upon an important aspect of American history, which is usually 
ignored by historians. When he speaks of the "madness" in the air in 1860, he 
recognizes the essential irrationality in American history which heretofore only 
novelists have identified. Other chapters of the book deal with American Capitalism, 
Conservatism and Liberalism, and American foreign policy. As Prof. Brock states in 
his Preface, the book is intended primarily for Englishmen with no previous know- 
ledge of the history of the United States. Nevertheless, it is an eminently inter- 
esting book for those Americans who would like to consider their country's history 
with a novel, refreshing detachment.

Subtitled The True Story of Preston Tucker and His Car, this book, by a 
Close friend of Tucker attempts to make clear that Tucker was not a confidence man- 
bent on swindling the public and that the car he developed in 1948 was basically 
sound and years ahead of its time in design. Tucker's car, the Jin Goose, has many 
of the features of today's new cars: rear engine, individual suspension, air-cooling, 
Swivel seats, torsion springing, etc. But Tucker had constant engineering and pro- 
duction problems which were compounded when, in 1950, he was indicated by a Chicago 
grand jury based on an investigation by the Securities and Exchange Commission. 
Tucker was acquitted but, by then, his company which had always operated rather 
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precariously was bankrupt. Tucker died of cancer in 1956. The author concedes that 
the first Tucker models are obsolete now but he believes that a new design could be 
built under the original Tucker plan.

PUERTO RICO: [sland of Promise Cloth $3.95 paper $1.95 


This is a more personalized, livelier and more diversified view of Puerto 
Rico today than the Ralph Hancock book (Van Nostrand- p.259) which appears the same 
week. Much of the material is inevitably the same- as both writers concentrate on the 
tremendous changes which have taken place in Puerto Rico since 1940; but while Hancock 
emphasized the leadership of Governor Munoz, Miss Gruber grants much of the success to 
Fomento (otherwise known as the Economic Development Administration) which is back of 
so much of her rapid industrialization. And while the Hancock book was primarily eco- 
nomic and political, this new profile of the island paradox shows the many processes 
of change and betterment, on the land and in housing, cultural and educational, and 
gives a warm view of this people- with its strong family-centered structure. Ruth 
Gruber, who has written on Israel (/srael Today= more of a tourist's book), ends with 
a comparison of the two countries- both new democracies on old soil. 100 photographs 
should also give this a more general appeal than its competitor.

In a casual, pleasant, and occasionally amusing style not usually associated 
with a sea captain, the master of the now defunct Ile de France provides us with a pic- 
ture of French maritime life through his own selective sea autobiography. He begins with 
naval training days on cruisers and submarines, takes us on early cruises in the twenties 
and thirties. The War, with the dramatic sinking of the Vichy fleet and the mighty Jean 
Bart py the Allies in North Africa, is covered succinctly and with curious lack of passion. 
Service in the struggling postwar maritime services takes the captain to the bridge of the 
famous old Jie, Here, his account of his ship's vital role in saving passengers from the 
stricken Andrea Doria provides the book's best moments. Unfortunately, dullness too often 
creeps in, as does a rather superficial view of many of the history-making events covered.

The coverage in- 
cludes material on grasshoppers, crickets, katydids; termites; cicadas, leafhoppers, 
aphids; true bugs; beetles; butterflies, skippers and moths; dragonflies and damsel- 
flies; true flies; ants, wasps and bees; fleas; ticks and mites; and a section on 
bristletails, stoneflies, earwigs, green lacewings, and caddis flies.

This biography, written by the head of the art department of Amherst, is 
oddly bare of the anecdotes and personal touches generally expected in a “life”. 
Michelangelo appears to have been one of those artists whose life was almost wholly 
contained in his work. His impersonal, crotchety, secretive personality, which for 
most of his 89 years expressed itself chiefly in a variety of art forms, under various 
petrons, appears all the stranger against the turbulent period in which he lived. 

This background is broadly and competently described, and Florence, under the Medici, 
Rome under various popes, a scintillating array of great artists, wars, assassinations 
and political intrigues, make up for a certain lack of personal color in the narrative. 
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However, anecdotal biography is not the purpose of this book. It is a record of work * 
sgainst the background that shaped it, and where its prose really shines is in the des- 
criptions of Michelangelo's methods, and the interpretations of their results. The 

enalysis of the paintings in the Sistine Chapel are long and exciting, and this same 

vividness is epparent whenever the writing touches on any of the monumental sculptures, 
paintings and architectural experiments which appear to have constituted Michelangelo's

* This is a facile and witty account of one of history's most disastrous and 
futile wars. The small event which precipitated the crisis in which 300,000 lives were 
lost involved a dispute between "a handful of monks in Jerusalem about the keys to certain 
doors of the Church of the Holy Sepulchre”. But England, France and Turkey found them- 
selves ellied against Russia more out of fear that the Tsar, as the nominal protector of 
Christians in the Holy Land, would gain the foothold of an effective protectorate in Turkey 
and control of the waterways to the Mediterranean. England had not been to war for forty 
years and the invasion. of the Crimea was looked upon both by the populace and by Parliament 
as a satisfying diversion. Actually before the French and British armies arrived the 
Russians had been defeated by the Turks but the western allies were determined to teach the 
Russiens a lesson and they obstinately set out to invade Sebastopol, ill-equipped and with 
no campaign plens. And to heighten the bizarre tone of the invasion the British brought 
their wives, giving the expedition the appearance of a picnic. But by the time the Russians 
were finally driven from the Crimea more than a year later the invading armies had suffered 
incredible hardships, the French and British commanders had died and nothing at all had 
been settled by what had been achieved. And in the press of international problems at the 
Peace Conference the question of the Church keys had been forgotten. Peter Gibbs is espe- 
cially good in his swift and telling recreation of the Charge of the Light Brigade but the 
whole of his book is clear, intelligent and highly readable. This for those who would know 
more of "the reason why".

This is a thoroughly documented statistical study of campaign finance, parti- 
cularly commendable for its readability. Monumental in scope,it is a work of a pioneering 
Sort, since nothing like it has been attempted before this. Prof. Heard has foraged far 
and wide to find the materials with which to work, and he has had the help of over 600 
politicians in amassing his facts and figures. These findings should therefore illuminate eS 
one of the more controversial and hitherto unexplored areas of American political life. 
The book considers the five major phases of campaign finance: the effect of expenditures 
on the outcome of an election; the significance of a monetary contribution as a political 
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act; sources of funds; the ways funds are received and the ways they are spent; 
the revision and regulation of existing practices. The author closes his study 
with several proposals for altering the present system. Some of his more inter- 
“esting revelations are: that the real costs of political campaigning have not 

soared steadily upward as generally believed; that the side with the most money 
will not necessarily win; that campaign monies are not supplied by a rich few 

(about 8,000,000 people made financial contributions in the campaigns of 1956) and 
that the incidence of confusion, error, and administrative inefficiency in party 
and campaign affairs is appalling and costly. Of unusual interest are Prof. Heard's 
investigations into the relationships between crime and politics in our system. 
While he does not overestimate the power that organized crime has in our country, 
neither does he underestimate it. Criminals buy protection, and in some cases they 
invest in small politicians who have good chances of becoming big politicians. 

Prof. Heard goes into considerable detail concerning how campaign funds are ultima- 
tely spent. The advertising agency gets a huge chunk of the money. No one seems 
to know, however, what a political campaign should really cost. The result is that 
the campaigners usually spend as much as they have. The hundreds of footnotes and 
many charts will be of great use to specialists in this field.

Gooch, G. P. Longmans, Green 
THE SECOND EMPIRE: France 1852-1871 $7.50 


Comprehensive but uneven, this book by an authority on European 18th and 
19th century political and social history, author of many similar studies (Gu'herine 
t..c Great, Under Six Reigns, etc.), and known as “an historians' historian," is 
termed "neither a history of the Second Empire nor a biography of Louis Napoleon”. 
Rather it is an effort, largely successful, to bring to life the chief actors in 
the tinsel drama of the Second Empire: Louis Napoleon, Napoleon III, nephew of the 
great Napoleon, dull, voluptuous, dedicated to what he believed was the welfare of 
France; his mistresses; his lovely Empress, the bigotted Eugenie; his cousins, 
legitimate and otherwise, the Duc de Morny, Princess Mathilde, and others; his 
advisors; his critics; the men and women of letters who wrote of him. There are, 
however, gaps in the story: there is little of Napoleon's early life or of the 
coup d' Etat by which he established himself; the Mexican debacle is merely sketched 
in; the "Ems" telegram used by Bismarck to lure the Emperor into a war that des- 
troyed both himself and his Empire is barely mentioned. Well documented and readable 
but demanding of its readers a broad and basic historical knowledge of the era, this 
book will appeal mainly to students and historians of the Second Empire and should 
form a valuable addition to libraries of the period. Reacers hoping for titillating 
revelations of an immoral court may be disappointed. Bibliography. Index.

His story subsequently appeared in the Saturday fueningé Post, Reader's 
bigest, Jubilee, on television in the form of a dramatization in [his is Your Life and as 
a motion picture. His autobiography, the result of some concerted efforts in his. behalf, 
covers the years of the Korean war when Joseph Anthony, or “Little Joe" as he was called, 
by the G.I.'s, served as the mascot of various front line companies after he had fled 
from an orphanage in Seoul; his flight to Japan as a result of his claiming to be a ; 
Japanese war orphan; his internment there and the legal struggle by his friends to get him 
admitted to the U.S.; and his life as a student here. Now married and having completed his 
first year at the Catholic Quincy College in Illinois he has written this book, hopefully, 
as a source of inspiration to others and in order to finance his plans for law school. Of 
course his story is quite remarkable, if only as a demonstration of Joseph Anthony's single 
minded tenacity, and it has obvious dramatic content. But the rather simple-minded mora- 
lizing he feels obliged to indulge in to justify his efforts makes one wonder about the 
actual service such well-intentioned books do, apart from the publicity value for the 
author.

BERENSON: 4 Biography rf/ $ 22 


This, the first full biography of the late Bernard Berenson, is an accomplishment 
on three levels: in its depiction of Berenson's immense achievements as an art connoisseur; 
in its portrayal of Berenson's unique personal life; in its portrait of an era. Rich in 
personal and artistic details, Berenson's progress as a dealer and an authority on Renais— 
Sance art is traced from childhood days as an habitue of the Boston Public Library, through 
his stimulating and unorthodox career at Harvard as a protege of Mrs. Jack Gardner and a 
friend of Santayana, up to his death, a self-chosen exile, at ninety four. For séventy-one 
years he had resided in Itaiy, dying in his incomparable villa overlooking Florence, a far. 
cry from the plains of northeastern Europe where he was born, and the slums of Boston, where 
he spent his boyhood. Sylvia Sprigge, Roman correspondent of the Manchester Guardian, was 
a friend and frequent guest at the villa. She is fully appreciative of Berenson's role as 
an international symbol of culture and urbanity, of the techniques he brought to the field 
of art appraisal and criticism, and of his own searching and unpedantic approach to art. 
But she does not shy away from other aspects of his personality, his alienation from his 
own Jewish background, his- and his wife's- romantic dalliances with their many admirers, 
his unebashed admiration of royalty. Here is a rounded portrait, uncommitted to any bias, 
set against the extravagantly beautiful atmosphere of the famous villa, I Tatti. Here is 
its slender and eloquent master who created his own image.

This is a detailed account of the development of the atomic bomb by two 
Washington correspondents who have been granted access to numerous secret documents and 





files. But in an Acknowled$ment the authors protest the Army's refusal to release 
certain papers from the files of the Manhattan Project in the name of “national 
security". Much of the material included here has been treated before in other 
books: the efforts of the Japanese ministers to modify the allies' “unconditional 
surrender" demand; the construction of the Potsdam deciaration; the beginnings of 
atomic research at the start of the war and the development of the Manhattan Project 
and the Los Alamos Center; the secret training of the Air Force's 509th squadron; 
Truman's belated knowledge of the Bomb; the difficulties of deciding how the Bomb 
should be used; andthe eventuai holocaust of Hiroshima and Nagasaki. But the 
authors’ approach is essentieily journalistic and they have dramatized the events 
leading up to the actual dropping of the bomb and the circumstances in which the 
citizens of the two demolished cities found themselves and the result is a vivid and 
horrifying picture. Basically, though, their book is an objective one and they 
‘refrain from making the moral comment (aithough they include various conflicting 
opinions of the desirability of using the bomb) which was forcefully presented in 
Michaei Amrine's book The Great Decision published by Putnam last year. (LC:60-7531)

There 
are many other curious things about the book- and/or Susan Kale, notably her indifference 
to life which made possible her rather erratic attachments, marital and otherwise, her 
desultory attempts to end it (two at least), and of course her indiscriminate use of her 
body. A clergyman's daughter, conventionally but not too rigidly reared, she never seemed 
to form any real relationships with her family- or later- when in her 20's she found her- 
self.with no particular plans. She works sporadically (anything from modelling for 
artists to modelling as a demonstration subject for the fitting of contraceptives); she 
marries a somewhat younger boy, but encourages a former lover (a puppeteer- married) to 
move in with them; she marries again and has a child (Merlin) but is unable to keep him; 
she becomes a prostitute (and caters to the pervert twists of this trade); and always in 
the back of her mind, is the room at the top of the fire escape where she had left a man 
to die. It's a strange book, bleak, occasionally effective, and unquestionably bona fide- 
and the publishers will support it.

This is the most thoroughly comprehensive study that has been done of the fringe 
of islands cheracteristic of the long off-shore coastline of Maine. For the general 
reader, for the collectors of Americana, above all for the genealogist, this is a much 
more entertaining book than Samuel Morison's The Story of Y¥t. Desert, Maine (Little, Brown- 
AMC- reviewed above). The reader "island hops" from the Isles of Shoals that cluster off 
Portsmouth at the state line, to St. Croix, first discovered and occupied by De Monts and 
Chemplain, who founded there the French Colony of Acadia in 1604. The beginnings of Maine 
were written in the islands, and their story goes back to the Indians, who first used them 
for summering settlements, for fishing, for growing of crops. The Indians felt the whites 
were encroaching- and the early years, through the French and Indian wars, were written in 
blood. But the whites still came, and their stories- rooted in fact and often overlaid 
with legend, make fascinating reading as a record of the beginnings of our nation. Island 
by island, grouped as they are in the great bays- Casco Bay, Penobscot Bay, etc., are re- 
corded here, in a loving record based on minutely detailed research of primary sources.

Sergeant, Elizabeth Shepley ; Holt 
ROBERT FROST; Trral by Exsteace $6.00 


This is a warm, loving and sensitive biography of Robert Frost, written 
with authority from a long and rich personal acquaintance with the poet. The facts 
about Frost's life are not exciting unless one gives precedence, as he does, to the 
inner life. His fatherless childhood was economically spare, and relatives offered 
him the education at Dartmouth and Harvard but he could not endure collegiate life 
for long. He left both. colleges in his first year, and was mostly self-taught in 
English- his calling was poetry and he knew it.. He married, moved to a farm in New 
Hampshire, wrote, and the most dramatic break came at the end of twenty years when 
he decided to take his whole family to England, where his first books were published. 
Back in America, he was offered teaching posts- and his poetry about the "tender 
touching things" of New England continued to appear, while behind the tenderness was 
a rock-ribbed firmness and individuality. This biography follows Elizabeth Shepley 
Sergeant's earlier memoir of Willa Cather and it is a fine interpretation and tribute.

THE TRUTH ABOUT A PUBLISHER $4.50 


The Truth About Publishing, published in 1926, is still the Western world's 
standard book on the subject, and this despite the differences between British publi- 
shing and that in other countries. To a large extent the personality of the author 
had impressed itself so firmly on the book world that his revealing book about the 
inside of the publishing business was, to some extent, a personal story as well. Now 
comes the almost inevitable sequel in an autobiography that- at one and the same time- 
expands the "truth about publishing" and brings it, too, up to date. For here is the 
adventure of publishing as experienced by a young man with a vision, a drive, a 
creative appreciation and a goal. His early years- when he worked for his strange 
uncle, T. Fisher Unwin, provided a hard apprenticeship. His boyhood had been so 
happy that the scrimping necessitated by the disaster to the family printing plant 
was more than offset by the unity of family life and devotion. But his very subs- 
tantial contribution to the growth of his uncle's publishing firm found its reward 
only in the value of the experience itself, the contacts made, the knowledge acquired. 
When he left it was to start- on much less than the proverbial shoestring- a publi- 
shing house of his own. The fifty years as a publisher proved to set standards, not 
only for his own fast growing firm but for the industry at large. Horizons were 
extended to a practical concept of world publishing. And the ideals that have moti- 
vated the best in publishing- in author-publisher relations- in the role of the 
publisher as a public citizen, all this comes through the pages of a book of intense 
interest to anyone in the field- and to that wider market that is almost inordinately 
curious about what goes on behind the scenes. Anecdotes about authors, a great many 
of whom are familiar to the reading public, enliven the story. And throughout one 
gets glimpses of a way of life that World War II brought to a close.
